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Safer Highways Ahead 


A new course has been launched at 
Palm Springs high school this fall which 
fills a need increasingly apparent annu­ 
ally and which will probably go far to­ 
ward reducing the terrible highway toll 
enacted each year in the nation. 
Under guidance of Ray Beezlev in the 
classroom and George Bond on the high­ 
way, teen-agers are being taught how 
to drive an automobile with safety to 
themselves and their fellow men. 
The rules of the road and courtesy 
on the highway are being taught in the 
classrooms and the actual physical ma­ 
nipulation of steering wheel, calculations 
of distance and a due regard for safe 
speed are being taught in actual, behind- 
the-wheel lessons on the highway. 
No more will the sole requisite of a 
driver be the proper vocabulary and good 
judgment in to whom to address those 
remarks. 
Chief of Police A. G. Kettmann, City 
Engineer George Minturn and automobile 
club officials are co-operating with Dr. 
A G. Hoff, superintendent of schools, in 
providing this cou rse. A dual-control 
automobile, donated by Central Motors 
company has been provided so that the 
instructor is assured of a reasonable de­ 
gree of safety as he takes his pupils on 
to the highway. 
Times do change. It won't be long be 
fore the majority of drivers are no 
longer self-taught or the pupils of a par­ 
ent or friend who was self taugh. Our 
future drivers will know why they are 
doing what they are doing. 
And that is going to be safer for all 
hands concerned.
